In 1935, the University of Minnesota 
Press published Propaganda and Promo- 
tional Activities: An Annotated Bibliog- 
raphy, compiled by Harold D. Lasswell, 
Ralph D. Casey, and Bruce Lannes Smith; 
this publication covers material published 
up to 1934 in an area of limited biblio- 
graphical coverage. In 1946, Princeton 
University Press published Propaganda, 
Communication and Public Opinion: A 
Comprehensive Reference Guide, edited 
by Bruce Lannes Smith, Harold D. Lass- 
well, and Ralph D. Casey, which was a 
continuation of the earlier work, covering 
publications in the field of propaganda and 
communications for the period of mid-1934 
to mid-1943; this publication joined its 
predecessor as a recognized, authoritative 
bibliography in its field. 

International Communication and Polit- 
ical Opinion (to be referred to as ICPO) 
is a bibliography of the publications in 
the communications and the political opin- 
ion field from mid-1943 to mid-1955 and 
includes some material published as late 
as the spring of 1956. However, this new

previous publication; it concentrates on 
materials dealing with international prop- 
aganda, communication, and opinion and 
cites works on internal matters only when 
they are of more than general relevance to 
international politics. Because of this limi- 
tation, international tourism, scientific ac- 
tivities, commercial propaganda, religious 
missions, and various other international 
communications not having a direct polit- 
ical connotation which were included in 
the 1946 bibliography have been omitted. 

The RAND Corporation, a nonprofit cor- 
poration which was formed “to further and 
promote scientific, educational, and chari- 
table purposes all for the public welfare 
and security of the United States of 
America” and is financed in part by the 
United States Air Force and other govern- 
mental agencies, sponsored the research 
for ICPO in connection with the research 
program it is conducting for the United 
States Air Force. The research was per- 
formed by staff members of the Bureau of 
Social Science Research, which until 1956 
was affiliated with The American Univer- 
sity. From 1951 to 1954, Chitra M. Smith, 
a research associate of the Bureau, with 
the aid of a research team, screened the 
major portion of the body of literature on 
which the present bibliography is based. 
During 1955, Bruce Lannes Smith, asso- 
ciate professor of political science at Michi- 
gan State University, worked with Mrs. 
Smith on the task of including more recent 
material, revising previous drafts, and pre- 
paring the final manuscript. Robert T. 
Bower, Director of the Bureau of Social 
Science Research, acknowledges in the 
Preface that many other persons contrib- 
uted to the publication, including Roland I. 
Perusse who produced a smaller bibliogra- 
phy in 1950 which served as a nucleus of 
the present work. 

The stated purpose of this publication is 
to provide for scholars in the social 
sciences “a guide to the vast literature in 
a new field which cuts across the academic 
disciplines of sociology, political science. 
social psychology, and anthropology. Pol- 
icy makers and the staffs of agencies con- 
cerned with international information pro- 
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grams and propaganda will find references 


to the literature concerning their trade as | 


a whole and to evaluations of specific pro- 
grams. Researchers on problems of inter- 
national communication will find refer- 
ences to pertinent factual material, 
previous scientific studies, and works on 
research methodology. A large number of 
items dealing with cross-cultural educa- 
tion, and education within foreign coun- 
tries, as well as many items related to law 
governing international communication, 
suggest that this volume may be useful to 
other professional fraternities.” 

About 3,500 books and articles were 
studied in preparation of this bibliography, 
of which 2,563 items were selected for in- 
clusion. (The 1935 bibliography listed 
about 4,500 titles and the 1946 almost 
3,000.) The main emphasis in selection has 
been placed on scholarly and responsible 
books, journals, and public affairs maga- 
zines. In Appendix B there is a list of 
33 journals which were systematically 
searched; other journals are represented, 
as well as a few popular-magazine articles. 
A selection of official governmental publi- 
cations and releases from various coun- 
tries on international information pro- 
grams has been included and there is some 
coverage of unpublished materials, includ- 
ing research reports produced both inside 
and outside of government. Also included 
is a selection of foreign-language materials 
and works published abroad. The com- 
pilers state that this bibliography is selec- 
tive, not comprehensive. An attempt has 
been made to include works which are 
generally accepted as the most authorita- 
tive in their fields. 

Preceding the main body of the bibliog- 
raphy is an article, “Trends in Research on 
International Communication and Opinion, 
1945-1955,” by Bruce Lannes Smith. This 
article describes international communica- 
tions in relation to this book, traces the 
developments during the last decade, and 
discusses future needs.

Each section is subdivided into smaller 
topics. Within each small topic, the entries 
are arranged alphabetically by author. The 
articles are numbered consecutively, be- 
ginning with the first item as 1 and ending 
with number 2563. Because of the arrange- 
ment, there is no real alphabetical ap- 
proach, except through the Index. The 
Index gives greater coverage of subjects by 
country rather than by the subject itself, 
while the Table of Contents emphasizes 
subject rather than country. But neither 
the Table of Contents nor the Index is en- 
tirely satisfactory in bringing together all 
material on a given subject. Many subjects 
have the reference “see also under coun- 
tries” but the reference does not appear in 
all places where it would be relevant. 
However, the article by‘Mr. Smith, “What 
This Book Contains and How to Use It,” is 
quite specific in stating the type of mate- 
rial included, the arrangement used, and 
the manner of approach to be employed by 
the user. If the user reads this section, he 
should have no difficulty. The Index also 
serves as a glossary of abbreviations of 
organizations. Items listed in the Index are 
referred to by number, rather than page 
location. 

The annotations in the bibliography vary 
in length, from several lines to a page, de- 
pending on the significance, importance, or 
authoritativeness of the items in the minds 
of the compilers and on the degree to 
which the titles themselves might be self- 
explanatory. The annotations are not al- 
ways intended to reflect the content of an 
item as a whole, but only that part which 
relates to the area covered by the bibliog- 
raphy.

opens flat for easy use. The paper is of good 
quality and the type legible. There are two 
columns of entries to a page. 

International Communication and Politi- 
cal Opinion is an excellent bibliography of 
the literature published since 1943 in the 
relatively new and little-covered field of 
communications and propaganda. It is a 
welcome addition to its two predecessors 
and is highly recommended for all univer- 
sity, college, research, and large and 
medium-sized public libraries. 


Nelson’s Complete Concordance of the 
Revised Standard Version Bible. Com- 
piled under the supervision of John W. 
Ellison. New York, Thomas Nelson &

The development of Nelson’s Complete 
Concordance of the Revised Standard Ver- 
sion Bible has received national attention 
in Life magazine (February 18, 1957) and 
elsewhere because of the mechanical means 
used in assembling it which, according to 
the publishers, made it the most compre- 
hensive reference work ever put into man- 
uscript form in only 21 months. The use 
of the Univac I computer was suggested 
by the Rev. John W. Ellison, rector of the 
Parish of the Epiphany, Winchester, Mas- 
sachusetts, while he was working with 
electronic digital computers at Harvard 
University. The title page states that this 
work was compiled under his supervision. 
The explanatory preface, written by him, 
gives credit to two Biblical scholars for 
advice—Dr. Henry J. Cadbury, one of the 
translators of the Revised Standard Ver- 
sion Bible, and Dr. William H. P. Hatch. 

Although an understanding of the me- 
chanics in preparing this work may not 
seem essential to the user, a summary of 
the process reveals that perhaps too much 
credit has been given to the machine be- 
cause of its publicity value and not enough 
emphasis put on the human efforts to re- 
duce error to a minimum and to make the 
work as intelligible as possible. The Life 
magazine headline, “Bible Labor of Years

an erroneous impression for it was the 
actual machine processing that was accom- 
plished in that time. 

In an article entitled, “Can a Computer 
Write a Book,” written for The Living 
Church, Mr. Ellison explains that in order 
to reduce initial errors, the Revised Stand- 
ard Version Bible was typed separately 
and independently on tape and on cards 
put on tape which could be checked me- 
chanically against each other to reveal any 
variations. Theoretically, Ellison points 
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out, the identical error in the identical spot 
should have been made only three or four 
times. However, he admits that about 60 
to 80 errors still slipped into the final tape 
which was supposed to be error free. How 
these errors were found was not revealed 
by Ellison, although he estimates six 
months were spent making the corrections. 
None of this preparational time, of course, 
is included in the 400 hours. 

No errors were noted in Nelson’s Con- 
cordance in the preparation of this review. 
Comparing several pages of items in Nel- 
son with Strong’s Exhaustive Concordance 
of the Bible (possible only because the 
chapter and verse numbers have not been 
changed) revealed that the variations in 
listing were due to the change in text, not 
to faults in the respective indexes. 

In making the work as intelligible as 
possible, the chief problem was the selec- 
tion of context for each word. As Ellison 
explained, “. . . the Keyword may be the 
first word of the sentence, the last word, 
or any word between. The sentence may 
be as short as two words (sometimes even 
less), or it may be several verses long. It 
may have a number of commas, semicolons, 
and other punctuation marks in it. It was 
necessary to find a method of selecting the 
context based on certain inflexible choices. 
A series of conditions had been arranged 
to take care of all possibilities.” These in- 
cluded the conditions that context would 
not go beyond a full stop, nor beyond the 
beginning or ending of a verse, nor should 
context begin or end in the middle of a 
word. In a comparison of proper names in 
Nelson and Strong, to get references large- 
ly common to both works, approximately 
half of the contextual phrases were as 
nearly the same as variations in transla- 
tions make possible, while the other half 
almost without exception were somewhat 
more meaningful. It is possible that Ellison 
achieved mechanically better results than 
Strong where “each context was made up 
on the basis of human judgment which 
took in untold familiarity with the Text.” 

It is not quite fair to compare Strong’s 
Concordance and Nelson’s Concordance 
solely on time saved in the preparation of 
the latter. As Ellison points out in his 


preface, James Strong keyed his concord- 
ance to his lexicon which would give the 
user the Hebrew or Greek word in the 
original text. Therefore, it is still neces- 
sary for the user of the Revised Standard 
Version Bible to turn to the older con- 
cordance if he wishes the Hebrew or Greek 
word from which the translated word was 
taken. 

Strong’s Concordance eliminated 47 
words, all locations of which, however, can 
be found tabulated in the Appendix, there- 
by locating every word in the Bible. Nel- 
son’s Concordance eliminated 132 words. 
The pasis for eliminations, as explained 
in the Preface, was “A Study of the fre- 
quency and significance of the words of 
the Bible showed that certain words could 
well be omitted either because of their 
frequency, or because they would seldom 
be the keyword under whose heading the 
passage would be sought.” These words 
(articles, prepositions, personal pronouns, 
etc.) are listed following the Preface, 
though no references are given to the 
number of times they appear in the Re- 
vised Standard Version Bible or to the 
chapters and verses in which they appear. 
Since these 132 words compose 59.4 per 
cent of the text according to the percent- 
age of tape eliminated by the computing 
machine, this concordance is, literally 
speaking, only 40.6 per cent complete. It 
may be true that since each of the elimi- 
nated words would occur very frequently 
the added bulk and expense to the work 
created by each added word would out- 
weigh its value. However, the statement 
on the book jacket that “scholars, students, 
pastors, and Bible readers will find every 
quotation they may need in working with 
Holy Scriptures” is not literally true. For 
example, a study of the negative expres- 
sions in the Revised Standard Version 
Bible either from the point of view of 
grammar or philosophy or even psychol- 
ogy could not be made with the aid of the 
Nelson’s Concordance, which has elimi- 
ated no and not. In the light of this elimi- 
nation, which was probably necessary, it 
cannot be said that every specialized need 
can be met by this concordance. 

The use of Nelson’s Concordance might 
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have been facilitated by see references 
from no-longer-used words to those in the 
new translation. Many common words, 
omitted from the new translation, will cer- 
tainly still be in the minds of the readers 
at least for another generation, e.g., lice, 
now gnats; Palestine, now Philistria; 
shittim, now acacia. However, it is easy 
to see that the addition of such cross refer- 
ences would have meant the expenditure 
of much more time and human effort. 


The layout of the page is quite clear 
with two well-spaced columns and ade- 
quate margins. It is not likely that a work 
of this kind, bound in heavy buckram or 
cowhide, with reinforced flyleaves and 
stitching would need rebinding and the 
outer margin is wide enough to keep the 
print from being touched while using the 
book. The paper, unfortunately, is not as 
opaque as could be desired. 

The references to chapter and verse 
seem to present a more solid appearance 
than in many indexes because the chapter 
number for each reference is repeated, and 
the verse nuraber, if less than ten, is pre- 
ceded by a zero. Spacing instead of the 
zero or instead of the repetition of chapter 
numbers would seem preferable. Each 
word from which the concordance is made 
is in heavy black type. The first and last 
words on the page also appear at the top, 
making for ease of reference. 

The importance of any type of index or 
concordance is naturally in direct propor- 
tion to the importance of the work from 
which it is taken. Inasmuch as the Revised 
Standard Version Bible was adopted by 
the National Council of the Churches of 
Christ in the U.S.A. in 1951, this version 
seems generally accepted among Protes- 
tants. Therefore, for them and for libraries 
serving them this concordance is recom- 
mended as an essential work. That it has 
been made available without great delay 


in time and is also accurate and complete 
according to its own definition is highly 
commendable.
